LONDON, TO-DAY. 


THE ADMIRALTY HAS ISSUED AN OFFICIAL DESCRIPTION OF THE SECOND 
BATTLE OF NARVIK, WHEN THE BRITISH FLEET PESTROYED. THE EN- 
TIRE NAZI NAVAL FORCES IN THE FJORD. 

The Admiralty says the weather was misty with low 
. clouds and drizzle when at noon on April 13 the 


British naval force steamed up the head of the 
West Fjord towards Otof Fjord and Narvik. 


The force consisted of the destroyers Icarus, Hero, 
Foxhound, Kimberley, Forester; the “Tribal” 
clas$ destroyers Bedouin, Punjabi, Eskimo and 
Cossack, and the battleship Warspite, under the 


command of Vice-Admiral Whitworth. 


To take.such a large ship through 
the long narrow approach to Narvik 
was a feat of navigation attended by 
great risks because it was known 
that German destroyers ‘lurked in the 
fjords and it was not known what 
traps had been laid though air re- 
connaissance and the accompanying 
destroyers reduced the dangers. 


A German destroyer appeared out |. 


of the mist at 12.26 p.m. Four of 
the British destroyers opened fire 
but the enemy turned away = and 
disappeared. 


Obstinate Resistance 


' At 12.45 p.m. another German de- 
stroyer appeared, followed shorly by 
others. 

_ The first German destroyer made 
obstinate resistance but was subject- 
ed to a murderous fire from Icarus 
and the three-“Tribal” destroyers.

Mr. Bruce said that ‘Australians 
in the last war fought the Turks 
like hell. and conceived for them 
great admiration and_ respect. 

Mr. Bruce pointed out that in the 
last war, with a population of under 
five millions, Australia had sent 450,- 
000 troops, and the Dominions as a 
whole had sent over one million. 


POPULATION INCREASES 


Since then Australia’s population 
had also greatly’ increased. This 
meant a corresponding increase in 
the military contribution which the 
Dominions were able: to make in the 
present war. . es : 

- Moreover, in the last war, Austra- 
lia contributed 600 flying officers who 
brought:down 300 enemy planes, but 
under the Empire air scheme for the 
; Present war, the Australian contri- 
bution would be 14,000 pilots, 16,000 
other members ‘of air ‘crews ‘and 
27,000 ground personnel. 

-Net effect of this would be a total 
of -30,000- Australian... flying... officers, 
as against 600 in the last war. 


DETERMINING FACTORS 


Similar progress had been made in 
Canada, with a much greater popula- 
tion than Australia, and also in, New 
Zealand and South Africa, - and there 
could be no doubt that the contribu- 
tion of the combined: Dominions to 
‘the war effort would be even more 
effective than in 1914/18. . 

Mr. Bruce. believed that the Domin- 
fons and other parts of the. Empire 

’ would again be one of the determin- 
ing factors in achieving victory for 
the Allies.—Reuter. -
